- In 1937 the Gas Company, with 
the approval of the Ministry of In- 
dustry and Commerce, entered into 
an agreement with their shift 
workers, by which the hours of the 
shifts were arranged. This agree- 
ment has been in force from that 
date to the present time. On Wed- 
nesday last unofficial intimation was 
conveyed to the company that there 
was some dissatisfaction with the 
hours under the agreement. No 
substitute agreement was submitted, 
nor was any concrete demand for an 
alternative. 

“To-day (Friday) the company’s 
oficials had interviews with the 
union leaders and men’s delegates, 
and arranged that concrete demands 
would be put forward and con- 
sidered under the auspices of the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce 
on Tuesday next. This arrangement 
was come to at i o clock p.m. to- 
day (Friday). At 2 o'clock p.m., 
without any further intimation 
whatever, all the men _ directl 
affected by the agreement, and. all 
the yardmen at the Gas Company’s 
works, struck. 


“The company has had no oppor- 


tunity whatsoever in discussing the 
matter; they have received no de- 
finite proposals, and have no know- 
ledge of what the men want. Under 
the agreement one week’s notice 
must be given before any strike 
can take place. : 

“The company deeply regrets the 
hardship which will be imposed on 
all classes of Dublin citizens by the 
stoppage of the gas supply, which 
the action of the men renders in- 
evitable, unless they return for to- 
night's shift. The company has no 


alternative means of continuing the] 


Supply, and, if the men persevere in 
this action, the stoppage will not 


be a matter of days, but of weeks; 
for, if the pas are allowed to. go 
cold, it will take several weeks be- 
fore the gas supply can be re- 
sumed.” 

So dependant are Dublin homes 
on the maintenance of the gas 
supply that a stoppage of any length 
would throw the city into chaos. 
in thousands of homes not 
equipped with electric cookers 
Or ranges the cooking of meals 
would become an almost insur- 
mountable problem. Most citizens 
have adapted themselves to the 
severe restrictions imposed by the 
company in March, 1942, Should 
the new threat materialise the hard- 
ship to consumers without an alter- 
native supply would be immense. 

Confectionery and biscuit manu- 
facturers, printers, laundries and 
hotels would be severely hit. When 
the restrictions came into force 

essrs. W. and R. Jacob and Com- 
pany, Ltd., had prepared a skeleton 
scheme for continuing production on 
a restricted scale. ae Official said 
yesterday that the cutting off of the 
supply would mean that manu- 
facture of certain products would 
have to stop. Other confectionery 
manufacturers said that there would 
be nothing for it except to close 
down completely if supplies were 
cut off.

The men are members of two 
Unions—the Workers’ Union of 
Ireland and the Irish Seamens’ and 
Port Workers’ Union. our Labour 
Correspondent stated last night. A 
striker stated that the majority of 
the men were opposed to strike 
action and were prepared to return 
to work, but a minority would not 
consent. Union officials tried to 
persuade the men to go back, but 
they were adamant. 

The Ministry of Industry and 
Commerce was then informed o 
the position. 

The Ministry, it is understood, 
had a message sent to the strikers 
intimating that if they returned to 
work a conference would be con- 
vened to investigate their claim. 
When again approached by union 
officials a section of the men refused 
to compromise, declaring their 
absolute refusal to return. At 
o’clock last evening it became 
apparent that a deadlock had been 
reached, with its consequent threat 
to the citizens of Dublin, of whom 
at least 90 per cent. are dependent 
on gas for cooking alone. 

Sounding views on _ possible 
eventualities, a reporter was told by 
union Officials that an attempt 
probably would be made to man 
the furnaces by other categories of 
workers, while another official said 
that he feared that even the military 
might be called in if necessary to

Parkman was a forerunner of the 
scientific anthropologist. He travelled 
not merely to explore new country, 
but to study new racial types. e 
is at his best as he describes the 
characteristics of French trapper and 
Canadian half-breed; of Mormon 
immigrant or Indian squaw. His 
accounts of “ buffalo” hunting make 
us understand why that preposterous 
animal is to-day in danger of exter- 
mination, and his sympathy with the 
hunted antelope we cannot but 
share. For a time he lived as a 
guest in an Indian community, and 
he details with care the varying 
habits of different tribes and of the 
social classes within the tribes. 

A volume like this makes us 
grasp in a very real way the near- 
ness of much that was frontier 
America to the savage state, and 
should assist us in the understanding 
of certain characteristic American 
attitudes of mind. Professor Henry 
Steel Commager, who needs no
